Dear Mr. Director; 

'Pwo important new facilities have recently been put into oper- 
ation at the National Bureau of Standards. These are a gamma ray 
laboratory for the standardization of radioactive materials and an 
addition to the Betatron Laboratory for the development of standard 
measuring techniques for very high energy )C-rays. The activities 
in each of these facilities have an important bearing on advances 
in the utilization of atomic energy and it's by-products in medicine, 
industry and research. ' 

In connection with the first public showing of these facili- 
ties, the Bureau is holding an open house on February 7th and 8th. 

I would like very much to have you visit the Bureau at that time. 

In order to provide some flexibility for the guests of the open 
house, three showings have been set; At 8:00 p.m. on Monday, 
February 7, and at 3:00 p.m. and 8:00 p.m. on Tuesday, February 8. 
The general program will feature the relationship between the 
Bureau's activities and our technological economy, with illustra- 
tions from a variety of fields of science and engineering. The 
open house program will start with a demonstration in the Bureau's 
High Voltage Laboratory, located on Van Ness Street between 
Connecticut Avenue and Reno Road. Immediately following the demon- 
stration, other research laboratories will be open for inspection.
